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ALLAN McCORQUODALE 



Was a native of Girelshire, Scotland. Born March 14th, 1799, and 
brought up on the estate of Lord Shoufield, of the house of Fox Maul. Lord 
Panmure. Early in his life his father’s family emigrated to the United 
States. Near the port of Wilmington they were wrecked, only life was 
saved. They found a home in North Carolina, near the South Carolina 
line. The family were Presbyterians, but under Methodist preaching 
Allan was brought to Christ, and joined that Chu''ch, made a class leader, 
then an exhorter, and Anally licensed to preach. He entered the South 
Carolina Conference January ,S0th, 1830. Three years on Sta'ions, thirty 
on Circuits, and four on Missions, made up the active service of his min- 
istry. Six years Supernumerary and three as a Superanuate rounded 
out the fbrty-six years of his connection with the South Carolina Con- 
ference. 

He was tall, well built in frame, temperate, and of a cheerfni mind. His 
mind was quick in apprehension; and its great qualiAcation, sterling com- 
mon sense. His humor was natural, well toned, seldor> exceeding proper 
bounds Free from despondency and buoyant in spirit, he rarely failed 
in his undertakings. His unselAshness was marked ; though quick in 
sensibility, he was always ready to forgive an injury. The children were 
always ready to remember him ; the poor, the aged, the afflicted, seldom 
complained of him, except that he troubled himself too much on their 
account. 

As a pastor bis presence was abenediction everywhere. Although loving 
and kind, yet the neglectful, the foolish followers of fashion, and the cor- 
rupt often felt the force of his sarcasm. 

Having a rich experience of grace, and feeling the pressing importance 
of duty, his preaching was mostly expository, and when in the fullness of 
his strength in the pulpit, often searched the conscience and swayed the 
sensibility of his hearers with power. He loved the peculiarities of his 
Church, and if there was any discount on his cheerfulness, it was because 
of their neglect. He was liberal to schools, and Missions had in him a 
full and open handed friend. His domestic life was happy, his house 
open to strangers, and his brethren could not be too frequent in their 
visits. , The last nine years of bis life were peculiarly pleasant, his do- 
mestic and social surroundings of the best kind. The old soldier found 
an asylum of rest, with congenial companionship, he rested as in the land 
of Bulah. In his last illness, during partial delirium, he preached in bis 
native tongue, frequently recovering himself with shoutings of glory to 
God. His message to his brethren in Conference was, “ Tell them my 
heart is Axed trusting in the Lord.” Thus passed away this servant of 
our Lord. 

“ Soldier of Christ well done.” 




THE REV. J. CLAUDIUS MILLER 

old Methodist lineage, the son of Jacob Miller, one of the earlier 
lost devoted class leaders in Charleston, S. C. Very early in life he 
s converted to Qod and maintained a lovely and consistent piety to the 
*ery close of life. 

The troubles in the Church in Charleston, in 1833 and 1834, led to his 
uniting with the Met > odist Protestant Church) in which he became an 
acceptable and useful preacher. The late war led to his removal from 
the city, and on his return finding the Church and congregation to 
which he had formerly belonged, transferred to another denomination, 
and being thoroughly Methodistic, together with the fact that the lay 
delegation system had become incorporated with the M. E. Church 
South, he at once sought oonnection with our Church again, and in 1871 
was admitted into the South Carolina Conference. He was sent to the 
Graniteville Mission two years, Lexington one year, and Butler Circuit 
one, and in 1875 to Cane Greek Circuit, where his mortal life was sud- 
denly closed. 

His brief co i section with us was welcome aud useful, and though hin- 
dered by feebleness of sight and a delicate constitution, yet his love of 
the work and his good qualities as a pastor, gave him the confidence of 
his people. After a promising beginning on Cane Creek Circuit, and 
while diligently prosecuting his labors in the spirit of an Evangelist, he 
was out off by the hand of violence. Meekly and prayerfully he met his 
fate. Thus, like Stephen, he was prematurely called from active labor, 
and doubtless the Lord Jesus received his spirit. 



EDWARD L. KING, 

Was born in Fairfield District, S. C., February 17th, 1819, and died in 
Columbia, S. C., November 19th, 1875. 

Brother King was educated at the Cokesbury Conference School, and 
while pursuing his studies there was happily converted to God, and ad- 
mitted into the Church of Christ. Feeling divinely called to the work of 
the Ministry, he obtained license to preach, and in 1839 was admitted into 
the South Carolina Conference. For twelve years he performed faithfully 
and affectionately the duties of an itinerant Methodist preacher. At the 
Close of 1851 he located and removed to Florida. Here he remained until 
1872, serving the Church acceptably and usefully as a local preacher, 
when he returned to his native State, and, at the close of 1873 was re- 
admitted into the South Carolina Conference In 1874 he served the 
Berkley Circuit, and at the close of that year was appointed to the Co- 
lumbia Circuit. Here he ended his labors and his life. 

Brother King was a man of vigorous mind, sound judgment, deep 
piety, and amiable disposition. As a preacher, be was plain, earnest, 
practical, always conveying to the minds of his hearers the impression 
that he was deeply convinced of the truth of which he was preaching. 
By his zeal and earnestness as a preacher, and by his fidelity and tender- 
ness as a pastor, he greatly endeared himself to the people of the Colum- 
bia Circuit, and much was expec ed by the Church there as the result of 
bis faithful labors. In July his health failed, and he was called to ex- 
change the field of active labor for a bed of suffering. Fur five months 
be lingered in constant suffering, enduring at times great physical pain. 
But he was one of the most patient of sufferers. He never once com- 
plained. Never murmured. Never “ charged God foolishly.” Resting 
confidently on the merits of Jesus, and sustainiued by the assurance of 
bis acceptance with God, he patiently waited for the summons to depart. 
He died without a struggle, approaching his grave ** like one who wraps 
the drapery of his couch, about him, and lies down to pleasant dreams.”

XIII. 

DIGEST OP MISSIONARY MATTERS IN THE SOUTH CAROLINA CON- 
FERENCE. 

The Board of Missions of the South Carolina Annual Conference congratulate 
themselves, and the Missionary Society of the Conference, on the return of another 
anniversary of the Society, under circumstances of such peculiar favor. During the 
year none of our devoted brethren who have labored in the Mission field of the 
Conference have died. 

God has seen fit in His wise and good Providence to take care of them and their 
families, and to smile with favor upon their efforts to conserve and promote the in- 
terests of His Kingdom, and not only so, but to infuse and deepen the interest in the 
cause of Christian Missions in the minds and hearts of the Methodists of the State. 
Notwithstanding the depressed state of the financial interests of the country, there 
has been an increase in the Missionary collections of the Conference. 

We bless God and take courage. 

The following is a digest of Domestic Missionary intelligence, elicited at the late 
Session of the Board : 

Santee Mission was served by James J. Murray. There are five (5) appoint- 
ments, with four Churches. A new Church has been built and dedicated during the 
year. There are three local preachers and one hundred and ninety white members. 
Baptisms, infants 38 ; adults 35. Sunday-schools 4 ; pupils 50. Collected, $125 
for Church building and repairs. 

Cooper River Mission was served by A. G. Gantt. There are five Churches, valued 
at $925. White members 158 ; colored 1. Baptisms, infants 42 ; adults 23. Sun- 
day-schools 5; scholars 102. Collected $269.60, for various Conference purposes, 
$20 for Sunday-schools, and $494.18 for Church building and repairs. On motion 
the Board discontinued these two charges as “ Missions,” and constituted them 
together the “ Cainhoy Circuit and Mission.” 

Hardeeville Mission was seived by J. R. Coburn, assisted by Edward Loyless. 
The Mission covers an area of sixty or seventy miles, the Savannah and Charles- 
ton Railroad passing through the centre of it. It has three Churches and seven 
appointments, one parsonage. Value of Church property $2,500. Baptisms, in- 
fants 14 ; adults 16. Collected $25 for pastor, and $75 for Church building and 
repairs. The Missionary has recently commenced preaching at Port Royal. There 
is at that place a fair congregation, principally made up of merchants and seamen. 
This is thought to be an open door and promises well for the future. 

That part of the Mission field embraced in this Mission, lying on Okitie Creek, 
was set off as a separate charge, to be called Okitie Mission. 

Upper Edisto Mission was served by E. A. Price. There are two Churches, 
valued at $100. Members, 8 white, and 8 colored. There are two Sunday-schools ; 
fifty pupils. Though but little has been done as yet, the prospect is encouraging at 
several points. But for the depressed financial condition of the country, two new 
Churches would have been well on the way to completion. 
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Aiken Mission was served by J. H. Browne. There is one Church, valued at 
$600. Members, white 25, colored 1. Sunday Schools, 1; scholars 19. Collected 
for Conference purposes, $157.18. We have east of Aiken, where the Missionary has 
occasionally preached, a needy community, among whom are to be found seven or 
eight members of our Church. These brethren have purchased lumber for the pur- 
pose of building a Church. 

Graniteville and Langley Mission was served by L. C. Loyal. There is one Church 
and one parsonage, valued at $2,850. White members, 210 ; colored 1. Baptisms, 
infants 8 ; adults 4. Sunday-schools, 2 ; officers and teachers, 18 ; scholars, 133. 
Collected for Ministerial support, $517.55 ; for Conference purposes, $26.40 ; for 
Sunday-schools, $29.55 ; for Church repairs, $55.25 ; for Sunday-school Missionary 
Society, raised $26.25 for Missions. The Mission is in a very flourishing condition. 

Columbia City Mission was served by A W. Waller. This Mission has accom- 
plished very little during the year. The Missionary has preached during the year to 
quite a small congregation in the Odd Fellow’s Lodge, and superintended a Sabbath- 
school of seventy-flve members. The Mission was discontinued. 

Blackstock Circuit and Mission was served by J. J. Neville. The Missionary has 
not handed in his statistical report. The work is represented as improving under 
the careful supervision of the faithful Pastor. 

Santee Circuit and Mission was discontinued as a Mission and changed to Santee 
Circuit. 

Zoar Circuit and Mission was served by A. Ervin. There are seven Churches, 
valued at $5,600. Members, 494. Baptisms, infants 32 ; adults 28. Sunday-schools, 
6; pupils, 394. Collected for Ministerial support, $435 ; for Conference purposes, 
$50 ; for Sunday Schools, $60 ; for Church building and repairs, $475. 

Kershaw Mission was served by E. M. Merritt. There are three Churches, valued 
at $700. Members, 150. Baptisms, infants 4 ; adults 16. Sunday-schools, 2 ; pu- 
pils, 80. For Ministerial support, $85. For Conference purposes, $22.45. The Mis- 
sion was discontinued and its territory formed into the Kershaw Circuit. 

Lynch’s Creek Circuit and Mission was served by R. L. Duffie. There are seven 
Churches, valued at $2,300. Members, 450. Baptisms, infants 12; adults 16. Sunday- 
schools, 7 ; pupils, 250. Collected f >r Ministerial support, $370.50 ; for Conference 
purposes, $70 ; for Sunday Schools, $35 ; for Church building and repairs, $171.35. 
Ellenton Circuit was constituted '^Ellenton Circuit and Mission.” 

Gourdin and Sampit Circuit and M ssion was served by H. J. Morgan, There are 
eight Churches and one parsonage, valued at $3,500. Members, 545. Baptisms, 
infants 26; adults 74. Sunday-schools, 8 ; pupils, 160. Collected for Ministerial 
support, $425 ; for Conference purposes, $58 ; Church building and repairs, $350, and 
for other purposes, $50. 

Waccamaw Circuit and Mission was served by W. H. Hinton. There are seven 
Churches, valued at $3 500. Members, whites 319; colored, 3. Baptisms, infants 
32 ; adults, 8. Sunday-schools, 4 ; pupils, 152. Collected for Ministerial support, 
$504 ; for Conference purposes, $119; for Sunday-schools, $17. 

Conwayboro’ Circuit and Mission, served by W. N. Carson There are twelve 
Churches, valued at $3,800. Members, white 819 ; colored 3. Baptisms, infants 9 ; 
adults 4. Sunday Schools, 12 ; pupils, 519. Collected for Ministerial support, 
$482.81 ; for Conference purposes, $50 ; for Sunday-schools, $30.70 ; for Church re- 
pairs, $29. 

North Edgefield Circuit was constituted North Edgefield Circuit and Mission. 
Greenville City and Marrietta Mission was served by J. C. Davis and J. W. 
Arial. This is a new Mission lying in and about the city of Greenville. There are 
lands promised and subscriptions raised to the amount of $500. Members 38. Bap- 
tisms, infants 11 ; adults 2. 

Pickens Mission was served by T. P. Phillips. There are five Churches, valued 
at $540. Members, whites 200 ; colored 2. Baptisms, infants 6 , adults 35. Sunday- 
schools, 3 ; pupils, 120. For Ministerial support, $131. For Conference purposes, 
$595. For Church building and Missions, $125. 

Cheohee Mission was served by A W. Jackson. There are six appointments; one 
Church, valued at $500. Members, white 261 ; colored 1. Of these, forty-eight were 
received the present year. Baptisms, infants 2 ; adults 30. Sunday-schools, 4 
pupils, 145. Collected for Ministerial support $200 ; for Conference collections $15 
for Sunday-schools, $8. 

Seneca Circuit and Mission was served by H. Smith. There are four Churches 




valued at $1 500. Members, 356. Sunday-schools, 3 ; pupils, 130. Collected for 
Ministerial support, $307; tor C)aference purposes, $50 ; for Sunday-schools, $50. 

It was reoommeaded that the name of this charge be changed to Pork Circuit and 
Mission.

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XIX. 

HISTORICAL SOCIETY OP THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

Constitution. 

Article I. This Association shall be denominated “ The Historical Society of the 
South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South.” 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve information in 
connection with the rise and progress of Methodism vrithin the bounds of the South 
Carolina Conference and elsewhere, likewise objtcts of curiosity and interest in the 
form of manuscripts, books, pamphlets, medals, portraits, etc., and anything that 
may shed lit>ht upon this interesting subject. 

Art. III. The property of this Association shall be deposited at Wofford College, 
and each article numbered and labelled legibly with the name of the Association, the 
name of the donor, and date at which it was presented, the number, etc., to corres- 
pond with a like entry upon a registry kept for that purpose. 

Art. IV. All the property of this Association shall be open to the inspection of the 
members of this Society and others, under such restrictions and regulations as may * 
be adopted by the Board of Curators, and in no case shall any article of any kind be 
removed from the Museum or Depository, which Depository shall contain, under the 
same restrictions and regulations, for the benefit of the members, a Library, as rapid- 
ly formed as circumstances may admit. 

Art. V. The interests of this Society shall be under the supervision of a President, 
three Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a Recording and Corresponding Secretary, three 
Curators, and a Board of nine members ; the said officers to be elected annually, and 
continue in office until their successors be appointed. 

Art. VI. The officers and managers shall meet annually at the seat of the Confer- 
ence session. Five shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, the 
Curators being ex-ojfficio members of the Board. The Society shall meet annually 
during the Conference session, for the purpose of hearing a lecture, electing officers, 
and attending to any other necessary business. The times and places of the meet- 
ing of the Board and Society, shall be made known by the President of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Art. VII. An initiation fee of fifty cents, and an annual contribution of fifty cents, 
shall constitute a member for one year ; ten dollats a life member, and donations of 
value shall constitute the donor an honorary member. 

Art. VIII. The Board of Managers shall have charge of the interests of the So- 
ciety, and the Curators during the interval of meeting of said Board; the remaining 
officers shall perform the duties usually appertaining to such officers. 

Art. IX. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual meeting of 
the Society by a vote of two-thirds of the members present , provided, such altera- 
tions have been previously approved by the Board of Managers. 



The Lecture for the present year, owing to unavoidable causes, was not delivered. 
The Rev. A. M Chrietzberg has been requested to deliver a lecture before the Society 
at its next Annual Meeting, upon the “ Past and Present” of the South Carolina 
Conference.

ART. IX.— ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

Be it enacted hy the Honorable the Senate and Home of Bepre-entativee, now met and 
Kitting in General Assembly, and by the authority of the same. That W. M. Wigbtman, 
Whitefoord Smith, H. A. C. Walker, J. H. Wbeeler, J. Stacy, N. Talley, C. Betts, W. 
Martin, S. W. Capers, W. A. Oamewell, R. J. Boyd, and D. Derrick, with such 
others as they may associate with themselves, and their successors, he, and they 
are hereby declared to be, a body corporate, in deed and in law, by the name of the 
South Carolina Annual Conference, and by the said name shall have perpetual suc- 
cession of oflBcers and members, and a common seal, with power to purchase, have, 
hold, receive, and enjoy, in perpetuity, or for any term of years, any estate, lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments, not exceeding $20,000 in net annual produce, of what 
kind soever, and to sell, alien, remise, and change the same, or any part thereof, as 
it shall think proper j and by its said name to sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, answer and be answered unto, in any Court of Law or Equity in this State ; 
and to make such rules and by-laws, (not repugnant to the law of the land,) for the 
regulation, benefit, and advantage of the said Corporation ; and the same to change 
and alter, as shall from time to time be agreed upon by a majority of the members 
of said Corporation. 

The said Corporation may take and hold to itself and its successors forever, any 
gifts, or devises, or bequests, or lands, personal and real estate, and cboses in action, 
and may appropriate the same for the benefit of the said Corporation, in such manner 
as may be determined by a majority of the members thereof ; and the said Corpora- 
tion may become Trustee for any religious or charitable use. 

The said Corporation shall, with the consent of a majority of the members of the 
unincorporated body, now known as the South Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South,” be vested with all the rights and property belonging to 
the unincorporated body, heretofore known in South Carolina as the “ South Carolina 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” and the said Corporation is 
hereby empowered to elect or appoint any one or more officers, and the same to change 
at pleasure, who shall have full authority to receive from any person the possession 
of any property or moneys belonging to either of the said unincorporated bodies ; or 
in which they or either of them have any use, right or claim ; and the same to sue 
for and recover, and the release of the said officer or officers of the Corporation shall 
be a full and sufficient discharge to any person paying over or delivering up any such 
sum of money or property. 

That this Act shall be deemed and taken as a Public Act in all the Courts of 
Justice, and elsewhere, in this State, and shall be given in evidence without special 
pleading.

BY-LAWS OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

I. The Corporation shall meet annually at the place of holding the sessions of the 
unincorporated body, known as the South Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. South, and during the sessions of that body, at such time as shall 
be designated by the President, or in his absence, one of the Vice-Pre»i4ents. 

If. The members of the unincorporated body, known as the South Carolina Con- 
ference, now in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, shall be 
eligible to membership in this body, by a majority of the votes oLthis Corporation. 
Provided, That w&enever any such Minister shall locate, or be tra^tored to another 
Annual Conference, or in any way cease to be a member of the ul(||Borporated Con - 
ference, his membership in this Corporation shall terminate. Fiva^l^men may also, 
by a majority of yutes, be elected members of this Corporation, to as Managers, 
but their membership shall terminate whenever they fail to be elMKd on the Board 
of Managers. From among these five laymen to be so elected, one shall be the 
Treasurer of this Crnference. 





III. At the death of any clerical member, his widow and children shall be allowed 
such appropriation from the funds of this Corporation, from time to time, as shall be 
declared by the Board of Managers, and approved by this body. 

IV. The officers of this Conference shall be a President, four .Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer, and also a Board of Managers, consisting of the officers 
above named, and the laymen, who shall have been elected members of the C >rpora- 
tion. These officers shall be elected at each annual meeting of the body, by a majority 
of the votes of the members present, (except the Treasurer, for whose election pro- 
vision is hereinafter made). Provided, That in the event of an annual meeting not 
being held, or no election of officers taking place, then the officers last elected shall 
serve until the next election, 

V. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings cf this Corpo- 
ration, £md to call meetings of the Board of Managers, whenever, in his judgment, 
they are necessary. He shall be ex officio President of the Board of Managers. 

VI. The Vice-Presidents shall also be ex-officio members of the Board of Mana- 
gers. In the absence, or in ease of the death or removal from the Conference of the 
President, the first Vice-President shall take his place, and fulfill all the duties of 
the President. In his absence, the second Vice-President shall take the place. 

VII. The Secretary shall attend all meetings of this Board, and of the Board of 
Managers,of which he shall be also ex officio member, and shall keep ajournal of all 
the proceedings, both of the Conference and of the Board, to be signed by the Presi- 
dent, and countersigned by himself. 

VIII. The Treasurer of this Conference shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, from among the lay members of this Corporation. Before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties, ho shall give security in the sum of $10,000 (ten thousand 
dollars) to be approved by the Board of Managers. It shall be his duty to take 
charge of all the funds and securities belonging to this Corporation, and to hold the 
same for its use. He shall invest no money, except under direction of the Board of 
Managers. He shall be authorized to receive all income, dividends or interest, ac-* 
cruing to this Corporation, and to give proper releases for the same. He shall be 
allowed a commission of three and a half per cent, on all i oneys received, and two 
and a half per cent, on all moneys expended by him ; but this commission is only 
intended to apply to the income, dividends and interests accruing upon the capital. 
He shall make an annual report to this Corporation of all its financial interests 
The Board of Managers may at any time require of him an exhibit of the finances of 
the Conference. 

IX. The Board of Managers shall meet at the call of the President, seven of whom 
shall constitute a quorum. They shall be authorized to manage and conduct ail the 
financial concerns of the Corporation, and to give direction for the receipt, disburs- 
ing and investment of all its funds, to appoint proper agents for the receipt or re- 
covery of any funds or property to which it may become entitled, and to execute, by 
the President, or any other agent or officer whom ttey may appoint, any deeds or 
instruments of writing, which may become necessary in the conduct of the business 
of the Corporation. 

X. The Board of Managers shall recommend from year to year, such appropria- 
tions from the net annual income of the Conference, for charitable purposes, as they 
shall deem most advisable, in conformity with the original intention of the various 
institutions or trusts for which this Corporation shall ne made the Trustee, but such 
recommendations shall be submitted to the Corporation, who shall approve, alter or 
reject them. Provided, nevertheless, that no appropriation shall be made, either by 
the recommendation of the Board, or the action of the Conference, which will dimin- 
ish its capital . 

XI. These By-Laws shall not be altered or amended except at the annual meeting 
of this Corporation, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members present.

XXII. REPORTS. 



1. REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee respectfully present the following Report : 

Notwithstanding the great monetary pressure, affecting all interests, especially the 
educational, the institutions under the care of this Conference are prospering. It 
only remaine for the Church to give the necessary patronage, and results shall be 
far in advance of any period since the war. Increased patronage is greatly needed. 
Many Methodist youth are educated outside our own institutions. Direct appeal 
should he made in order to convince Meth- dist parents of the suicidal course »hey 
are pursuing. While other orthodox denominations with great zeal build up their 
own schools and colleges, it becomes Methodism to imitate them, and zealously 
push forward her own educational agencies. 

No Conference in the Southern Church is better provided with institutions of a 
high grade than ours. Cokesbury Conference School, Columbia female College, and 
Wofford College take rank with the first in the land. 

WOFFORD COLLEGE. 

The anticipated resignation of Dr. Shipp from the Presidency, was accepted by 
the Trustees in June, and James H. Carlisle, L L. D , unanimously elected Presi- 
dent. The Board and friends of ihe College, are gratified in having been able to 
command the services of Dr. Carlisle, whose connection with the Institution from its 
beginning, long experience as an instructor of youth, varied learning, commanding 
literary influence in. the State, and devotion to his vocation, render him peculiarly 
well qualified for this position, and the success attending his opening administration 
argues a bright future. 

Rev. Wallace W. Duncan, A. M,, has been elected Professor of Mental and Moral 
Science, Daniel A. DuPre, and Charles F. Smith, Junior Professor — all of them 
alumni of the College. The Board feel confident with these whose qualifications, in 
their several departments are of a high order, in connection with the other gentle- 
men of the Faculty, will place the College in a higher position of usefulness than 
ever. 

COLUMBIA FEMALE COLLEGE 

Has more than a hundred pupils in the College proper, and at the last commence- 
ment, seventeen names were added to the twenty-nine graduates since the opening 
in 1873. The debt is being gradually reduced, and hope entertained of early liqui- 
dation. The College needs the hearty sympathy and co-operation of the preachers. 
If all these would make effort to concentrate the Methodist patronage of the State 
upon the Institution, the debt would be removed without appeal either to the Con- 
ference or public, and the College set free to accomplish its high mission. Rev. A. 
J. Stafford has been elected to the Chair of Mathematics, in addition to the already 
large and able corps of instructors, all under the leadership of the accomplished and 
scholarly President, Rev. S. B. Jones, D. D. 

COKESBURY. CONFERENCE SCHOOL 

Has closed a successful year under the Rectorship of Prof. J. L. Jones. His suc- 
cess has demonstrated his ability as a teacher and governor of youth. The Board 
has succeeded in negotiating an exchange of property and only wait the sanction of 
this body to perfect the change. They believe it will add greatly to the success of 
this institution. The Trustees propose to educate the sons of the preachers of the 
Conference free of charge. Your Committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That the exchange of buildings now owned by the Cokesbury Confer- 
ence School for the Masonic Female College, be made, provided that a good and 
sufficient title in trust, with the precise terms of the title which they now have, be 
obtained ; and further, that the Trustees be satisfied, that arrangements can he 
made to remove the debt of about $300, now upon the property. 

Your Committee recommend the appointment of Rev. Samuel A. Weber as Trustee 
of Wofford College, in place of Dr. Shipp, resigned. 

Rexfilved, That three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500 he the educational as- 
sessment, to be applied to Wofford College.

The report of Dr. Redford, of Nashville, affords grati- 
fying intelligence in relation to its financial condition, notwithstanding the strin- 
gency of the times. He is worthy of all confidence, and we heartily commend his 
management of the Publishing House.

The “Nashville Christian Advocate” is worthy of extensive circulation, and as 
every subscriber added to its list increases the value of our property at Nashville, 
we truly wish it success, but our organ must be presented to our people first. We 
regret not having seen a copy of the Sunday-School periodicals for the ensuing 
year, our inability to speak pronouncedly upon them, but having every confidence 
in Dr. Cunnineham to fill, acceptably, the Editorial Chair, we commend both him- 
self and the publications most heartily to our people. Dr. Haygood in retiring from 
that field of labor merits the hearty well-done of the whole Church. 

The “ Southern Review ” is worthy of commendation, and we heartily recom- 
mend its increased circulation. 

A copy of the contract between the patronizing Conferences and J. W. Burke & 
Co., is hereby submitted to be filed among the archives of the Conference. We 
recommend S. Bobo, Esq., as the representative of this Conference on the Pub- 
lishing Committee of the “Advocate.” We are pleased to learn, by a communica- 
tion from Rev. Dr. Summers, that he remembers his former co-laborers, and regret 
bis inability to be present at this session. 

Resolved, That we will use our utmost diligence to circulate the literature of our 
Church.

Your Committee, fully impressed with the importance of the interest committed 
to them, respectfully recommend for your adoption the following views respecting 
Sunday-schools, and desire that the same be impressed upon our people through the 
instrumentalities of this Conference. 

1. That Sunday-schools are not institutions outside the Church, and merely auxil- 
iary to it, but that it is the Church itself in one of its manifestations, so that all are 
morally bound by their Church vows to maintain them. To be like Christ, ought 
to be the aim of every Christian ; this knowledge of Christ is only obtainable from 
the Scriptures, the study of the Scriptures then follows as a necessary consequence, 
so that wherever there is material enough to organize a Church, the existence of a 
Sunday-school should always be obtained. 

2. That the uniform lesson system while highly commendable, should not ignore 
the catechisms formerly in more general use. The doctrines of the Gospel as set 
forth in Capers’ and the Wesleyan Catechism cannot be too often repeated ; and 
schools should never be dismissed without a general recitation of the Lord’s Prayer, 
the Apostle’s Creed, and the Commandments. Moreover, the spirit of liberality 
can be most efficiently cultivated by the formation of Missionary Societies in all our 
schools. Your Committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions as expressive of the opinions of this body: 

Resolved, 1st. That in our opinion it is the duty of every member of the Church 
to be a member of an organized Sunday-school, to use every reasonable effort to lead 
their children and neighbors to do the same ; and to this end we recommend the 
continuous use of our uniform lessons, together with Capers’ and Wesleyan Catechism. 

Resolved, 2d. That we earnestly entreat our preachers and people to utilize every 
practical plan for increasing the interest in the study of the Bible, by forming 
schools, subscribers for our Sunday-school -publication, and by holding Sunday- 
school -Conventions as far as practicable. 
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EesQlved, 3d. That Missionary Societies formed in connection with the schools 
are to be especially encorraged. 

Beaulved, 4th. That our Church will best by these means became imbued with the 
knowledge of Christ, and the grace that surely follows that knowledge, and may 
thus form a compact body not to be overcome by the powers of evil.

3d. That the Secretary of the Conference furnish Mr. Bolles with a copy of these 
resolutions, at bis earliest convenience.

That as a Conference, we heartily approve of the temperance organi- 
zations of the State, believing they are well calculated to effect the desired reform. 

Resolved, 2d. That we will cheerfully co-operate with them in carrying on that 
great work.

EDITORIAL ITEMS. 



“ Rising to Explain,” Always diflScult when you know not where it is needed. 

1st. If in reference to our “ form,” “matter," or “manner," we are hopeful each will 
explain itself. 

2d. If it be “delay in publication,” the old story is in place, the behind-handed- 
ness of somebody. Not the printer .this time, he is pledged to do the work in fif- 
teen days. Not the Editor, his work was “all up” by the 1st of January. Not 
you either, good brother, who, when the Committee on the Minutes called, responded 
with the cash in hand. 0 ! that your name could be graven on the Rock forever. 

But who that heard the repeated calls of the Committee for funds, would have 
dreamed that nearly two-thirds of the late Conference — such a body of men toe — had 
to wait until the middle of January to make up their minds whether to patronize 
the publication or not, the minds of the publishers being kept all that time unset- 
tled. 0 ! for an hour’s presence of the Lewis Myers of the olden time, would he not 
repeat with emphasis : “ Promptness ! Punctuality ! Brethren. ” 

“ Correct Returns.” — Why not give these correctly in the “ Assessment Column ” 
as well as in the column of “ Amounts Collected.” Are you ashamed of the con- 
trast ? That comes io at the wrong time, a little apprehension of something of the 
sort in the early part of the year, might leave no room for its exhibition at all, pro- 
vided you did your best. The presiding Elders might remedy this defect by over- 
looking said returns before they are handed to the Statistical Secretaries. “ Too 
small a matter,” say you. Hardly, brother, when small as it is, it affects the standing 
of your District on the record. 

“Aggregate op Salaries,” Ac. — W e invite attention to this new tabular state- 
ment. An improvement is manifest in our finances from 1870 to 1875. The defi- 
ciency per cent, on salaries falling from 13f in 1870 to 10 per cent, in 1875. And in 
the Conference Claims from 60 to 24 per cent. Study it awhile, reader, and see if 
the Old South Conference is not improving. It needs but a judicious assessment 
hereafter, and a little more effort on the part of all to make this old mother of Con- 
ferences, the first to do away with the deficient column altogether. “ A consumma- 
tion most devoutly to be wished.” 

Another Statistical Column Wanted, viz , one showing the number of Church 
papers taken in each charge. Many a sleepy hollow neighborhood, and many a 
Kip Van Winkle preacher would be awakened by the process. To say nothing of 
the good done by the visits of the enlightening agents. 

A New Benevolence. — Who will be the first to start the furnishing to the needy 
a good religious weekly. It might help the culture of some “ dark corner,” and pay 
a large per cent, of the investment, if you can measure moral good in this world’s 
currency. 

“ Comparative Statements.” — Not popular, the focal light too strong. “ Gives 
one rather a bad position.” Not the mere statement, surely. The world moves and 
the Conference with it. The time has gone when an undergraduate could hope to 
excuse himself for failure, by saying “ studying in grammar never made his soul 
happy.” There is something else to do besides “getting happy,” and it is time 
some of the careless ones found it out. Too late now for Conference journals and 
Church records, to be the backs of old letters. The Church is demanding more and 
more to give them working men, and if one’s work is not done up squarely and well, 
be sure there will be an index finger pointing it out. Think of one receiving several 
dollars as an average per member, for his own support, and letting the Conference 
claims run down to a three and ten cents average. Is it any less important that he 
look to the increase of his membership, baptisms, and Sunday-school children ? “ A 
word to the wise,” Ac. 

Our Neighbors. — Rev. S. S. Sweet, Editor of the Minutes of the South Georgia 
Conference, has kindly sent us the Minutes of the last session. We are agreeably 
surprised to find that the Sou"h Carolina Conference holds her own with noble South 
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Georgia. We were a little under the impression that Carolina, considering her State 



Government, might be held to be the “Niobe” of Conferences. In the Minutes 
sent us we find the following for 1875 :

Nothing so bad as this in the South Carolina Conference. See “ Aggregate Sala- 
ries,” Ac.

In South Carolina in 1874 (the numbers for 1875 not now at hand), for 120 
preachers the Average Assessed was $733; Average Collected, $653; Deficit, $80.

BRIEF MEMORIALS OF THE EARLIER PREACHERS OF THE SOUTH 
CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

Although scarcely one hundred years, comparatively a brief period, have passed, 
how little is known of the earlier Methodist preachers. The most diligent research 
can only show a mere record of names. They entered the Conference, lived, labored, 
and died, is all. Many of them, forced to location through the sheer necessities of 
life, although abundant in labors for the Church they loved, have not been honored 
even with a memorial line. Their record is with God, it is true, yet it ought to have 
been otherwise on the earth. As far as this can now be remedied, ours be the 
humble task of relettering their gravestones, thus keeping their memory green. 
We are indebted to Dr. Lovick Pierce, of Georgia, for brief notices of some of his 
contemporaries, acknowledging as well our other sources of information. Editor, 

NICHOLAS WALTERS, 

A brother of the first native American Methodist Preacher, (William Walters) is 
the first name on the roll of the South Carolina Conference. (See Minutes of 1874.) 
He entered the connection in 1776, and died in Charleston, of the fatal yellow fever 
in 1804. He was distinguished for moral courage, ardent zeal, and devotion to duty. 
His attention to the sick was the proximate cause of his death. Nearly his last words 
were, “ I am not afraid to die.” A monument in Bethel Churchyard marks his 
grave. 

JAMES FORSTER. 

The second on the Conference Register likewise entered the itinerancy in 1776. His 
location in 1787 accounts for the omission of his name from the obituary record of 
the Conference, and yet it is likely he was the first Methodist preacher regularly 
officiating in South Carolina. “ A Virginian, a good preacher, noted for his amenity, 
his fine personal appearance and usefulness. Under excessive fasting and labor, bis 
constitution and intellect gave way. Before his prostration, however, he located 
and retired to South Caroliua, where, finding some emigrant families from Virginia, 
he formed among them a Circuit, and supplied them with preaching.” When was this 
locality and where? are questions we should like answered. He entered the itine- 
rancy 1786, and bis name appears in the General Minutes as Elder over Georgia, 
Broad River, and Charleston. The next year he located. “In his last years of mental 
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prostratioa, his pious aailibility no/er failed, he mtlatained the strictness of his 
religious habits, and the inoffensiveness of his deportment, as he wandered among 
Methodist families, conducting their domestic devotions with much propriety, when 
no longer able to minister to them in the pulpit.” Stevens, 11 Vo., p. 22. 

HENRY WILLIS, 

The third name on the Conference roll, was the first man ordained deacon and 
elder by Bishop Asbury, after the Christmas Conference. Stevens states he was the 
first preacher stationed in Charleston. The General Minutes say John Tunnell. 
His name does not appear in the Conference obituary record, because of his dying 
in connection with another Conference. He was, the Minutes say, a man of very 
improved mind, possessed of great gifts, of slender make, of weak lungs, of an open 
smiling countenance. He was cheerful without levity, and sober without sullen 
sadness or gloomy melancholy.” “ After thirty years of labor, he died in 1808, at 
Pipe Creek, Md. Asbury esteemed no preacher higher than Henry Willis. On 
visiting his grave he exclaimed, “ Henry Willis! ah, when shall I look upon thy 
like again ! Rest, man of God ! ” 

JOHN TUNNELL, 

The fourth on the roll, “ was truly an apostolic man ; his heavenly mindedness 
seemed to shine on his face, and made him appear more like an inhabitant of Heaven 
than earth.” His gift3,_says Lee, “ were great.” “ Asbury preached his funeral 
sermon, among the hills of Western Virginia, where he sleeps without a memorial.” 
Stevens, II. Vol., p. 35. 

REUBIN ELLIS, 

The fifth on the roll, was born in North Carolina. Daring twenty years he trav- 
ersed the Colonies from Pennsylvania to Georgia, sounding the alarm amid the din 
of the Revolutionary War. He was a man large in body but slender in constitution. 
The people of South Carolina well knew his excellent work as a Christian and Min- 
ister of Christ. At the time of his death it was doubtful whether there was one left 
in all the connection, of higher, if of equal standing in piety and usefulness. 

RICHARD IVY, 

The sixth on the record, “ was known from Jersey to Georgia.” He possessed 
quick and solid parts ; was a holy self-denying Christian that lived to be useful. 
Much of the eighteen years that ho was in tha work, he acted as an Elder at the 
head of a district. He died in 1795. 

WOOLMAN HICKSON, 

The eighth name on the record and first on the obituary roll of the Conference, 
“ was a man of splendid talents and brilliant genius,” which shone the brighter by 
contrast with the shattered casket that enclosed them, for his whole public life was 
oppressed by physical suflfering and feebleness. This brilliant but transient light 
went out in 1788. “ He lingered sometime in New York, supported by the Society, 
and died without leaving money enough to defray the expenses of his burial.” 
Stevens, II. Vol., p.llO. 

JOHN MAJOR, 

The tenth name on the roll, and second on the Conference In Memoriam,” was 
distinguished for his pathetic eloquence, being known as the ^ Weeping Prophet.’ 
An audience would sit quietly under a masterly discourse without a tear, when five 
minutes’ exhortation from Major would stir them so mightily, there would not be a 
dry eye in the assembly.” In a letter from Dr. Lovick Pierce to the Editor, he says : 

His, was a household name in Georgia when I began my ministry, in 1806. I 
have seen what is said to be the grave of Major, in Lincoln County, all involved in 
a bunch of briers, as the only proof that it was too sacred to bo ploughed over in a 
cornfield or cotton patch. I reckon Abraham would have paid more respect to it.”

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THOMAS HUMPHRIES 

Was one of the first Methodist Missionaries to Georgia •, his name is twelfth on the 
record, but as he died in a local relation to the Church, is not found on the obituary 
roll. Of him Dr. Pierce remarks • “ I can only say that I became acquainted with 
him in my first circuit. Great Pee Dee and Lynche’s Creek, 1805. He lived on the 
river in quite a palatial building for those diys. He was what was then called 
rich, a rice planter ; his house was one of our homes. As a preacher he ranked 
high among the better otf people; did their marrying, preached their funerals, 
which was a fashion then. But his popularity was no discount on his ministry. 
He was faithful in bis warnings, a terror to evil doers, and a praise to all that did 
well. Since then I have had no personal knowledge of this venerated man.” The 
Editor, in this last quarterly Conference in Sumter Circuit the past year, near 
old Lodibar, was on the spot where Humphries died. The old Conference Journal 
of the Santee Circuit now in his possession, has a record of all the local preachers, 
29 in number. Thomas Humphries heads the list, and opposite his name is written : 
^‘0. B. in the Faith, Oct. 20th, 1820.” 

HOPE HULL. 

His name appears on the record as admitted in 1805. Of him Dr. Pierce remarks 
“ I made his acquaintance in 1806; His great name before I ever saw him and his 
august presence when I did see him, for his gravitv looked severe, had been the 
terror of iny apprehension. He wis rather of large body and medium stature, large 
head, curly hair, heavy eye brows, keen, small eyes, and fine face. His body was 
unusually long, and his lower limbs short for a man of his weight. He was a natural 
orator, a fine singer, with a powerful voice and fine delivery. Ills preaching was 
awakening, encouraging and comforting. His descriptive power was excellent, but his 
majestic gift was in prayer. His faith was of the Abrahamic order. He was strong 
in faith, it seemed to take hold on God. He called once t » see a sick sister in the 
Lord, whom the doctors had given up in a case of typhoid fever, believing life had 
sunk below the point of recuperation. As he prayed, the Holy Ghost c.ime upon 
him in such a manifest answer, that he rose up and said to her anxious husband, 

“ Sister Steward will not die,” and.in three days she was sitting up. In his last ill- 
ness he sent fdr his brother-in-law, Gen. Merriweather, and said to him in his char- 
acteristic style, “I am under marching orders from my Lord.” And so passed away 
Hope Hull, whose name will be revered in the State of Georgia” as long as Method- 
ism has a living record of its triumphs in the State.” 

JOSIAS RANDALL 

Entered the connection 1791. Located 1799. Of him Dr. Pierce remarks, “He 
was a notable man, a fine preacher, with a fine person ; wise in counsel, and most 
amiable in disposition. He left Georgia in good standing, about 1812, to the great 
regret of many warm hearted friends, and settled in Illinois. Being a man of note 
and of fine business capacity, he was put into a land office, grew rich, lived to be 
old, lived well, labored as a local preacher faithfully, gave one son to the Itinerancy, 
and died a good man.” 

GEORGE DOUGHERTY. 

“ None,” says Bishop Andrews, “ among the men of that day, whose character 
looms grandly up from the misty pa^t, filled a larger space in the Church.” He was 
born in South Carolina, reared in Newberry District, near the Lexington line, and 
used to cut ranging timber on the Edisto. He was ungainly in his person; tall, 
slight, with but one eye; and negligent of dress ; but his intellect was of lofty tone, 
his logical power remarkable, bis eloquence at times absolutely irresistible. An ex- 
ample is recorded, where he had to follow without intermission, a preacher of another 
sect, who dealt out lustily, opinions which, according to Methodism, were dangerous 
heresies. Dougherty on rising, struck directly at these errors, his argumentation 
became ignited with his feelings, his voice rose till it echoed in thunder peals over 
the throng, and through the forest ; dropping polemics, he applied his reasoning 
in overwhelming exhortation, urging compliance with the conditions of salvation. 
The power of God came down, and one universal cry was heard through all that vast 
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concord. Some fell prostrate on the ground, others rising to flee from the sc me, “fell 
by the way.” Dougherty, turning round on the stand to the heretical preacher, 
dropped on his knees before him, and in the most solemn manner, with uplifted 
hands and streaming eyes, begged him, in God’s name, never again to preach the 
doctrines he hat advanced that day. The scene was overwhelming, and beggars all 
description. ’ Stevens, vol. iii, p. 386. 

Rev. Loviok Pierce, in a second letter to the Editor, remarks Of him it is only 
possible to say too much. If no one will flinch from it, I will say he was South 
Carolina’s great Methodist preacher. At that time, the only member of the Con- 
ference that had anything like a classical education, and he only an Academic be- 
ginning. He was mainly a woods student, self-built. The extent of his lingual 
attainments I know not, I only know that in 1805, he being my first P. E., that 
he used to get me to real from my English Bible for him, while he pored on his 
Hebrew in the Book of Genesis. I know also that as far back as I knew him, he was 
incessantly engaged to get the Church awake to denominational education, talking 
on it, begging for it, and after two or three years got his Bethel Academy under 
way. And now when the S juth Carolina Conference is justly proud of her schools 
and colleges, I bjar this testimony fearlessly, that to George Dougherty you owe the 
first inspiration of educational ambition. 

The last Conference he was at was in the winter ofl806 and 1807. Here he intro- ~ 
duced his resolutions to dismiss forever from the rolls of the Conference any mem- 
ber of it that should run oft’ from his charge for fear of an epidemic. It produced 
the only high excitement I ever saw in our old Conference. It was debated two days. 
Dougherty defenling it from his seat, too far gone in consumption to stand up. It 
prevailed by one vote — yeas fifteen; nays fourteen. I voted for it, havingjust been 
admitted into f ill connection and ordained Deacon. For one like myself to say it, 
it may pass for little, but he had no eq lal in his day ; so thought others of other de- 
nominations. All his glory was in his great mind and heart; he had no personal 
attractions. 'He made his way from this Athens Conferc-nce to Wilmington, N. C., 
and died in March, 1807, a man distinguished for his devotion as he was for his 
greatness.” Thus a raftsman of the Edisto looms up into one of the giants of old. 
What cannot diligence and the grace of^God accomplish. His sacred dust was placed 
under the porch of the Front street M. E. Church, Wilmington, N. C , and a tablet to 
his memory erected by the South Carolina Conference. Since that charge fell under 
the jurisdiction of another Conference, the tablet has been removed ; know not if his 
ashes have, been removed likewise. 

BEXNETT KENDRICK. 

Dr. Lovick P'lerce, of Georgia, to whom it ought to have been said before the 
editor had written, requesting sketches of the earlier preachers, says of him : “He 
was in all respects a Prince amongMethodist Preachers. One beautifully symmetrical 
in person, attractive in address, pare in style, liberal in thought, easy in delivery 
indeed, there seemed to be a harmonious sympathy between his mind and his nerves 
in their influence on his muscles. His whole body seemed to preach, and every 
motion was a grace. He was at the Sparta Conference* 1806 and 1807, and when his 
name was called and his character passed, and he in the prime of life and vigorous 
health, a-ked for a location, it came upon us as a sudden shock. He gave his rea- 
sons, and as marriage in those days led to location, and as he supposed it would be 
set down to that cause, he assured us he had no such arrangement on hand or in 
view ; which confounded us but the more. But as a location cannot be denied when 
the applicant is blameless, ha was located. For three mornings he had his horse 
and sulky ready to leave and then put up again. The third day in the morning, he 
came into Conference deeply affected, and asked if he might speak. Bishop Asbury, 
anticipating what was coming, eagerly replied, “yes, Brother Kendrick, we are 
always glad to hear you.” He stated, “ I ask to return to the Conference my loca- 
tion, and to be put back as I was before; I have been ready to leave three mornings, 
but God forbids my departure, I cannot leave as I am.” Then it was that tears of 
joy flowed freely, Kendrick was restored and grand provision made for some vacancy. 
He was appointed Presiding Elder for Camden District, and went joyfully off, fully 
persuaded he had humbly accepted the will of God, concerning himself at the sacra- 
fioe of his own. But in April he died, in the midst of great promise in our eyes, 
for years to come. But all flesh is grass, and such men fall as the flower of the 
grass. So passed away Bennett Kendrick, the brightest star then in our Conference 
constellation.” 
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RICHMOND NOLLEY, 



A Virginian by birtb, removing to Georgia, was converted at a Gamp meeting, 
near Sparta, Lovick Pierce, the preacher, under which sermon many others were 
converted. In 1807 he was received into the Conference, appointed to Edisto 
Circuit. In 1809, to Wilmington, where, near the sea shore, mostly by his own 
manual labor, a house of worship was erected. The next year, in Charleston, amid 
a storm of persecution he labored, and in 1812 was sent with three others towards 
the Mississippi. When Indian hostilities prevailed, from post to post, he traveled, 
preaching the Gospel. Bishop McTyeire, in his Biographical Sketches of Ministers, 
states : “ Once making the rounds of his work, Nolley came to a fresh wagon track. 
On the search for anything that had a soul, he followed it, and came upon the 
emigrant family just as it had pitched upon the ground of its future home. The 
man was unlimbering his team, and the wife was busy around the fire. “ What ! 
exclaimed the settler, upon hearing the salutation of the visitor, and taking a 
glance at his unmistakable appearance, “ have you found me already ? Another 
Methodist preacher! I left Virginia to get out of reach of them; went to a new 
settlement in Georgia, and thought to have a long whet, but they got my wife 
and daughter into the Church, then, in this late purchase ( Choctaw Corner), I 
found a piece of good land, and was sure I would have some peace of the 
preachers, and here is one before my wagon is unloaded.” Nolley gave him small 
comfort. “My friend, if you go to heaven, you’ll find Methodist preachers there; 
and if to hell. I’m afraid you’ll find some there, and you see how it is in this 
world, so you had better make terms with us and be at peace.” For some time 
he here labored. In crossing a swollen stream, in the struggle he and his horse 
parted. The latter swimming back, was given in charge to an Indian, and he 
started to the nearest habitation, two miles distant. “ He had gone but a little 
way,’ ’writes Bishop McTyeire, “when the angels of God met him, with sweet sur- 
prise, Nolley found himself in the land of Beulah, though in a dreary swamp in 
Louisiana. The itinerant preacher had received his discharge. There he lay on 
the cold ground and wet leaves, at full length, his eyes nearly closed, his left 
hand on his breast, and his right a little fallen off. He was buried in Calahoosa 
Parish.”
